APPEAL IN CLAIM FOR 
COMPENSATION 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE

An appeal was brought on behalf of 

the applicants in a case of Mrs. Kate 
Hutchinson (since dead) and her children, 
all of Summerhijl, Tramore, against the Irish 
Electrical Construction Company, D'Olier 
street, Dublin. The appeal was from an 
order of the High Court, affirming an order 
of the Circuit Court refusing to make an 
award under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, 1906, in respect of the death of Michael 
Hutchinson, a son of Mrs. Kate Hutchinson, 
who, 1t was stated, had been employed by 
the Irish -Electrical Construction Company 
in connection ‘vith the Shannon scheme, and 
was killed as the result of coming in contact 
with a live wire when, having climbed a pole, 
he was affixing shackles for the wiring of 
houses at Mullingar, on 4th July, 1930. The 
company stated that the workman was for- 
bidden to climb poles when the wires were 
live, and that when occasion to climb poles 
arose it was his duty, first, to inform the 
foreman, who would arrange to have the 
current turned off. 
. The Circuit Court held that the accident 
did not arise out of the employment of 
Michael Hutchinson, and this was the issue 
in the case, !

[he house is entirely equipped with electric 
appliances, and the economic manner in 
which at can be controlled was explained by 
the experts from the Electricity Supply Board 


in attendance. 
DESIGNED IN IRELAND 


M:. Sean Lemass, in formally declarin 
the house open for public inspection, colt 
the house was a revelation of what could be 
done in providing the conveniences and com- 
forts of a modern home. It was all the more 
satisfactory to know that the house and its 
equipment had been designed and con- 
structed in the main in Ireland, and that the 
materials which formed part of: it were of 
Irish origin, the furniture with which it had 
been equipped being manufactured in the 
workshops of Messrs: J. Kenny and Sons. 

“ I am sure you will all agree that it is a 
remarkable tribute to the artistry and com- 
petence of Irish craftsmen, and I think the 
staff of E.S.B. men have succeeded admir- 
ably in their demonstration of the extent to 
which electricity can be adopted to all the 
purposes of a home,” he added. 

Not merely had it been made possible -to 
construct a house which conformed to the re- 
quirements of the Housing Acts, but in conse- 
quence of the devices installed by the E.S.B. 
it was much more roomy, and in many ways 
much more suitable for living in than the 


ordinary house constructed under these Acts. 
‘The various devices should furthermore mean 
that the house can be kept in a clean, whole- 
some and healthy condition with very much 
less labour than would be required in the case 
of the ordinary house. 


s 


A PRIZE-WINNING DESIGN 


He was particularly impressed with the de- 


sign and equipment of the kitchen, and he 
understood that this design was a prize- 
winning design’ in a competition which had 
been organised. He was sure they would 


agree that the designer of the kitchen de- 
served this prize. In designing the kitchen 
the designer and artist kept before them all 
the daily routine that took place in this room, 
and all facilities therein provided for the 
ready and efficient preparation of food were 
remarkable, not merely in their simplicity, 
but also in the very low cost which had been 
achieved in respect of each one of these opera- 
tions. 

There was only one coal or turf grate in the 
house, which was situated in the dining-room, 
and even there provision was made for the 
substitution of electricity for heating purposes 
on oceasions when only a limited amount of 


heat, or heat for a short period, was required, 
There were a number of apparatus for keeping 
food warm, each one of which was particularly 


interesting in its design and cheap in its 
Operation. 

The drawing-room, bedrooms, and other 
portions of the house were equally equipped 
with extraordinary artistry with devices 
which were very cheap in their operation, and 
which provided the lighting and heating re- 
quired in a manfer which ensured the pro- 
vision of adequate space throughout the house 
for all purposes. 


REDUCED COST 


The manner in which the house had been 
constructed and the elimination of fire grates 


had considerably reduced the cost of con- 
structing it, and he was informed that in con 
sequence of this manner of construction the 


reduction affected had been no less than £75. 
He trusted that the success which was being 


attained by those who set out to construct this 
model house and demonstrate it to the people 
would result in a considerable demand arising 
for the further construction of similar houses 
by people who would derive the advantages 
which modern science had placed at their 


disposal when electricity was used for all 
domestic purposes to the extent contemplated 
in the construction of that house. 

The use of electricity in this model house 
had been adopted to so many purposes that 
about 85 per cent. of the total expenditure 
of the family occupying it would go to the 
E.S.B. for current supplied. The current 
supplied by the E.S.B. was a national fuel. 
It. was generated within the country and its 
extended use for domestic purposes was going 
to be of great national benefit, because not 
merely would it provide for the diminution 
ot unnecessary imports, but would result in an 
increase in our internal production of 
wealth. : 


eke lay 
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The more current the E.S.B. could dispense 
with for domestic E the more 1t would 
be able to extend acilities to the people. On 
that account, if for no other reason it would 
be good policy for them to respond to the 
appeal which the E.8.B. makes to extend the 
use of electricity. He referred particularly 
to the use ‘of electricity for domestic purposes 
and it was possible for the E.S.B. to increase 
considerably the current supplied for domestic 
purposes and to effect reductions in the 

rges to consumers. It was to be noted that 
the for current for domestic pu 
in that area had been recently redu by 
the Board, and consequently it was still more 
economic for the ordinary family to use 
electricity for domestic purposes than it was 
previously. 

The construction of all-electric: houses had 
proceeded much more rapidly in other 
countries than here, and, now that the ad- 
vantages of such design were being demon- 
strated to the people, he was sure they would 
not be ne until the all-electric houses were 
popula among the people. 

e congratulated the architects and con- 
tractors of the house on their splendid work, 
and also Irish Homes, Ltd., who had deve- 
lo that estate, and also the E.S.B. 

e planning that had gone into the house 
was very considerable and the officers of the 
K.S.B. had reason to be proud of their work. 

If they responded fully to the purposes of 
the E.8.B. and Irish Homes, Ltd., in’ throw- 
ng that house open for inspection they would 
help forward the campaign for increasing the 
use of electricity among the people. 


THE OBJECT OF THE E.S.B. 


Mr. R. F. Brown, chairman of the E.8.B., 
thanked Mr. Lemass for performing the cere- 
mony. The object of the Board was to indi- 
cate how simple the running of a house might 
be where the lighting and heating were de- 

dent on electricity. One feature of the 
ouse which would strike them was its com- 
pactness. 

The Board was anxious that architects and 
builders should consider possible economies 
and improvements, particularly of a labour- 
Saving nature, which can be effected if the 
conveniences of electricity were taken advan- 
tage of. 

ale thought that it was probable within 
the next few years that household tasks of a 
routine nature which contained any measure 
of physical effort would certainly be done by 
electricity. 

Mr. J. Kenny, of Irish Homes, Ltd., said 
that he had never seen anything like this 
model house. Mr. Jones, the architect, had 
been most painstaking. He thanked the 
Minister for attending, recalling that it was 
he who originally fostered the scheme for 
Irish homes.

Mount Merrion Park is only four miles 
from Dublin and one from Blackrock, and on 
this estate, which covers two hundred acres, 
Irish Homes, Ltd., are building fifteen hun- 
dred dwellings.

W ITH the approach of Christmas the

as every family wants the newest and 
most appropriate records for the season s 
festivities.

Foremost is 
the recording by the London Philharmonic 
Orchestra, under the baton of Serge Kousse- 
‘vitzky, of Beethoven’s famous Fifth Sym- 
phony. The issue runs to nine sides, and is 
as perfect a work as one could hope for. Un 
the tenth side is the Finale from. Haydn’s 
Symphony in G major. (No. 88). 

By way oí a special treat there is a record 
‘of the popular overture, “ Light Cavalry,” 
played E the B.B.C. Symphony Orchestra, 
conducted by Adrian Boult. The issue re- 
minds one that the. B.B.C. Symphony 
Orchestra made a glorious recording a month 
or two ago of Brahms’ great Symphony in 
E minor (the fourth). The work runs to 
five records, in album form, and is conducted 
by. Bruno Walther. In_ this. symphony 
Brahms made his boldest experiment in the 
matter of form by reviving for the finale 
the. passacagiia structure old time and 
applying it to modern ideas. On a ground 
bass eight bars long Brahms wrote thirty 
variations and a coda (itself a variation freer 
than its predecessors) of amazing contra- 
puntal ingenuity and resource. As. played 
by the B.B.C. it is fascinating to follow the 
theme in its bewildering variations. Only 
two . other symphonies— Mozart's Jupiter 
and Beethoven’s

HE anniversary production of Handel's. 
[ “Messiah,” which takes place at 


Ballsbridge on Wecnesday evening 
next, promises to be one of the greatest 
musical events in Dublin for many years. 
The vast Main Hall of the Royal Dublin 
Society is being transiormed inio a great 
concert auditorium, capabie of seating be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 people. 

To accommodate the big choir singing the 
Oratorio a large stage, rising tier upon tier, 
will be erected at one end of the hall, while 
a second large level stage will also be con- 
structed to hold the largest Dublin Sym- 
phony Orchestra heard in the city for quite 
a tifme. For once*oratorio will be presented 
in lreland on the massive London Albert 
Hall scale. 

Instead of the abridged ‘version usually 
given, the ‘‘ Messiah” will be. performed 
without a single deletion, and choruses 
formerly omitted will be heard by many 
for the first time. The entire. production is 
timed to occu clcse upon three hours, 
daring which there will be a shoit interval. 
Not for well over quarter of a century has 
Dublin had oratorio of such proportions, or 
given in such a yast building. | 


A GREAT CHOIR’ - 


Whee Handel first produced bis *‘ Messiah *’ 
in the then New Music Hall at Fishamble 
street, Dublin, in 1742, the building scarcely 
held more than five hundred of an audience. 
Ten times that number will hear next 
Wednesday’s recital, in which a choir and 
orchestra.of some four hundred performers 
will take part. The wsual choir of the 
Dublin Philharmonic Society has been speci- 
ally augmented for the occasion by members 
of the Royal Dublin Society. * 

It is appropriate that Dublin, which has 
been so intimately associated with Handel 
shouldhonour the 20th anniversary of his 
birth in such a signal way, and it is especi- 
ally fitting that’ the Royal Dublin Society 
should play such a conspicuous part in the 
celebration, as members of the old Dublin 
Society were foremost in helping the great 
composer to arrange for the “ Messiah’s”’ 
first. production in Fishamble street. The 
Society, indeed, have made the present 
ambitious undertaking feasible. : 

With the closing of the Theatre Royal the 
Dublin Philharmonic Society found them. 
selves temporarily without a home, since 
| Dublin is still without a concert hall worthy 
of the city. . The largest theatre available 
to-day cannot accommodate more than 2,500 
people. In its admirable work of promoting 
the arts ard culture in the country, the Royal 
Dublin Society stepped into the breach, and 
made it possible for the Dublin Philharmonic 
Society not only to continye its excellent work 
for the advancement of musical culture, but 
also to stage one of the most momentous pro- 
ductions the Philharmoric Society has yet 
attempted.

charged with murdering his wife between 
6.45 on the night of Monday, 22nd October, 
and 6 p.m. on Wednesday, 24th October. 

Accused, who pleaded nov guilty, was de- 
fended by Mr, W: F. McCoy (instructed by 
M:. R. 8. Magee, solicitor, Strabane). 

The Attorney-General said that the accuséd 
nan, who was aged 50, had been married 
tor over twenty yea:.~ As far as the evi- 
showed, they -.ere a véry bapp 
e, and there was no suggestion of ee 
‘eeling up to the time the terrible tragedy’ 

irred. They had no family and did not 
keep a servant. On 24th October about 6 
p.m, the accused man walked into the lice 
barracks in Strabane and. told the orderly, 
Constable J. Gibson, that he wanted to give 
imseit up, and when asked why, he said: 

I have killed mv wife.” 


“I JUST HIT HER” 


The constable asked him what he had done 
it with, and he said: ''I don’t know. I 
just hit her, and then th: big fellow told 
me to hit her hard.” Asked by the conatable 
) the “ big fellow was. he replied: “ It 

t have been the devil.” He then handed 
constable a bunch of kéys and told him 
to go to the house and he would get her in 
‘he room. The accused man looked excited, 


as if he had drink taken, but was not at any. 
time, so tar as the evidence vent, in such a’ 


state as not to know what he was doing. 
Ihe prisoner was detained in the barracks 


while Head Constable Blevins and other. 


> went to the house, to find that the 
st McKenna had told was only too true. 
[hey found the house in complete darkness, 
with a strong smell of paraffin oil. Mrs. 
McKenna’s body was lying on a hed, her 

having been apparently hammered in 
with terrific violence by a hammer, which 
was aiterwards found in the scullery. 


PARAFFIN OIL 


The jury would be told by the Head. 
Constable that there was a considerable 
amount of paraffin oil scattered over the 


place. '' The suggestion that naturally occurs ' 
to ones mind,’ said counsel; “is that this‘ 


wretched man, having committed this crime. 
thought he would destroy traces of it~ by 
setting fire to the house, which, had it been 
successful, would have burned not only the 
house, but the bodv of his wife and all other 
evidence of the crime.” Thé accused man 


could not have been in a very intelligent 


state of mind, because he did not persist 
with the idea. 

It was, concluded the Attorney-General, a 
case of a terrible murder, for which it was 
not possible to assign any. definite motive. 


PRISONER’S EVIDENCE 


The prisoner, who broke down and sobbed 
several times, gave evidence. He é@aid that 
they were married in 1913. He had been 
accustomed to drinking rather heavily 
previously, but, under his wife’s. influence, 
he joined. the temperance movement and 
hecame a total abstainer for ten or fifteen 
vears, till a doctor recommended stout for 
stomach trouble. He subsequently fell away 
from his total abstinence pledge. He and 


his wife had always been on very affectionate 
terms. He was drinking on the Thursday, 


Friday, and Saturday preceding the murder. 


He was unset at the prospect of losing his 


home, which they had decided to sell and 
pay off debts and make a new start. His 
mind was a complete: blank about the 
murder. . 

. Mr. McCoy—When did you first remem- 
ber anvthing’—On the day I went to the 
police barracks. 

Where were you when you regained your 


senses’—I was agp ons in my kitchen, and: 


I started looking round for my wife. 


Where did: you find her?—I found ‘her in. 


the bedroom. I realised something must be 
wrong with her. I must have struck a match 
or something then and saw the blood, and 
I went straight to the police barracks. He 
added that he had no recollection of having 
anvthing to do with paraffin oil. 


Cross-examined by the Attorney-General. 


the accused man said that. the prolonged 
blank in his mind was brought about en- 
tirelv by drink. 

Evidence having been given bearing out 
counsel's statement, the prisoner was found 
guilty, but insane, and ordered to be dé- 
tained during the pleasure of the Governor 
of Northern Ireland.

COMPENSATION AWARDS 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 


CARRICR-ON-SHANNON, Tuesday. 

For the past two days Judge Sheehy has 
been hearing, at the Circuit Court hére, the 
Claims made in connection with the recent 
bombing outrage at the. premises of Mrs. 
Mary J. McDermott (neé Lynch), of Carrick- 
an-Shannon, on 3th October last. A dispute 
is alleged to have existed because Miss Lynch 
(as she then was) bought the. premises, from 
which a man had been evicted, and went to 
live in them. The evidence of the Guards was 
that a land mine was made from the box of 
the wheel of a cart and attached to a time- 
fuse. Its explosion caused serious damage 
to the premisés of Mrs. McDermott and 
Adjoining premises, and also many houses on 
the opposite side of the street. 

The claims made to the Court were :—Mrs. 
McDermott, £200; Mrs. M. McKeon, London, 
for damage to the adjoining house, £400; Mr. 
Michael McHugh, merchant, damagés to an 
adjoining house, £200; Captain i. St. G. 
Whyte, Pears injured on his property, £100; 
Mr. RF. G. Bennett. cashier, Northern Bank, 
a lodger in Mrs. McDermott’s, for clothes 
destroyed by explosion, £32 15s. Judge 
Sheehy said that it was obvious that whoever 
perpetrated this outrage was actuated by 
fiendish malice against one of the applicants— 
Mrs. McDermott. The premises in question 
were occupied up to some years ago by a 
tenant ~ho was evicted for non-payment of 
the rent. ' They had been vacant until Mrs. 
McDermott Fer them at £600. It was 
quite clear that very strong animosity existed 
against her, on account of that purchase, by 
certain evilly-disposed persons. The placing 
of a mine in front of premises and its ex- 
plosion by a time-fuse might have caused 
the death of several people, and might have 
maimed and injured others, The general 
feature about the claims was that they were 
grosely exaggerated, He awarded Mrs.

Mr. Justice Megaw, in the Chancery Court, 
Belfast, to-day confirmed a proposed reduction 
of capital from £450,000 to £295,000 by 
Messrs. Mitchell and Company (of Belfast), 
Ltd., distillers, 81 Corporation street.

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Yesterday the Northern Minister of 
Home Affairs moved the second reading 
of a measure which has attracted 
enthusiastic support and violent resent- 
ment in all parts of the six counties. This 


is the Summary Jurisdiction Bill—more 


commonly known as the Magistrates Bill. 
It seeks to do what the Free State Govern- 
ment did twelve years ago; it will deprive 
Justices of the Peace of their judicial 
functions, and will transfer those functions 
to Resident Magistrates. The Government 
has been moved to take this step, as Sir 
Dawson Bates explained yesterday, by the 
prevalence of grave abuses on the lay 
Bench. Many Justices of the Peace are 
wise and conscientious men, who ad- 
minister the law as fairly as their 
knowledge of it and their concern for 
the public benefit permit; but many are 
not only lax in their duties, but permit 
their personal prejudices to usurp the 
place of the law. Frequent scandals have 
arisen over their administration, for 
example, of the Liquor, Betting and 
Game Preservation Acts, in addition 
to many others. An _ instance is 
given of a case wherein the magis- 
trates, having fined a bookmaker the 
sum of £50, reduced the penalty to 
ld, “as a protest against the. Betting 
Acts’’; and it appears that 30 per cent. 
of the country magistrates seldom or never 
trouble to attend at court. The North’s 
motives for the change, therefore, are 
precisely those which inspired the Free 
State, and we think that the Northern 
Government’s arguments in its favour are 
every whit as cogent. Nevertheless, ever 
since the Summary Jurisdiction Bill was 
mooted, it has been employed as a whip 
to lash Viscount Craigavon and his 
colleagues. They are charged with in- 
fringement upon the liberties of the 
people, with efforts to extend bureaucratic 
government and to bring the administra- 
tion of the law into their own hands, and 
with that most heinous sin—imitation of 
the Free State. Only the last charge is 
true, and we think that the North will 
not regret its decision to take a leaf from 
the Saorstdt’s book. Southern freland 
has profited by her curtailment of the 
Peace Commissioners’ functions. The 
law is administered impartially and 
well, and there is no sign of the 
hidden hand of “ Government influence,”’ 
which disturbed so many prophets when 
the change was made. It is un- 
likely that the Northern measure will 
possess any weaknesses which are lacking 
in the Saorstát system—particularly if 
Sir Dawson Bates’s promised amendment, 
stipulating that the Resident Magistrates 


shall not be removed from office except by 
a vote of both Houses of Parliament, is 
incorporated. Even the charge of '“ bureau- 
cracy’’ loses weight by contrast with the 
alternative of corrupt and careless ad- 
ministration of the law. 


Railway Speeds 


A speed of a hundred miles an hour 
was reached for a few moments by an 
English express train some days ago. The 
feat certainly was remarkable, though not 
quite so remarkable as it might appear at 
first sight. It is curious, imdeed, to 
reflect how little the railways have been 
able to improve on their records of thirty, 
or even forty, years ago. There are several 
instances, fairly well authenticated, of 
trains which touched a hundred miles an 
hour in the early years of this century, 
while the Victorian time-tables could show 
an average speed over some routes which 
stands almost on equal terms with the 
speed over those routes to-day. When we 
think of the powerful modern engines, and 
of the improvement in tracks and rolling- 
stock, we may be surprised that the 
hundred-mile-an-hour express has not yet 
become a commonplace. The comparison, 
however, is not fair if it suggests that 
there has been no advance. Railway 
engines which found no difficulty in keep- 
ing up a speed of fifty. miles an hour in 
1880 could not haul a modern train at half 
that rate—if, indeed, they would be able 
to move it at all. Traffic has grown so 
much since those days that any increase 
in the power of the engines usually is 
offset. by an increase in the load they 
have to draw. Again, as Sir Josiah Stamp 
pointed out in a speech on Monday, it is 
very difficult to accelerate a train beyond a 
certain limit without meeting an additional 
cost which is out of all proportion to the 
few miles an hour that have been gained. 
Expense, the comfort of passengers, and 
the fact that many main lines are crowded 
with slower traffic, all have prevented the 
railway engine from attaining any really 
impressive speed except on isolated 
occasions. There has been, however, a 
gradual, but steady, improvement in the 
speed of railway transport as a whole, an‘l 
this general progress is more valuable 
than any spectacular attempts to break 
records.

Scotland Yard 


The situation at Scotland Yard is re- 
sponsible for much talk at present. It is 
said that Lord Trenchard intends to retire 
early in the new year—a speculation rather 
encouraged by facts attendant on the 
annual report. The report of the Com- 
missioner usually is sent to the Home Sec- 
retary in June, but all the superinten- 
dents have recently been instructed that 
they must have all their written matter 
completed up to December 3lst. so that 
aa Trenchard may compile a report 
before the end of January. As Lord 
Trenchard was sent to Scotland Yard to 
carry through a series of reforms deemed 
to be of a necessary and pressing char- 
acter, it may be assumed that his suc- 
cessor, who will be chosen by the Home 
Office, will have the most definite instruc- 
tions that he must maintain to the full 
the Trenghard reforms and policy. Lord 
Trenchard’s departure will be somewhat 
complicated by the retirement of Sir 
Trevor Bigham, the Deputy Commissioner, 
who is leaving the Yard early in the new 
year. 


Special Constables 


Lord Trenchard’s scheme to re-organise 
the Special Constabulary of London is 
making good progress, but a considerable 
number of recruits is still needed. The 
tightening up of the necessary qualifica- 
tions for entry into the force, and the pros- 
pect that the Special Constabulary of the 
future. will have to put.in a great deal 
more time than in the past, has made the 
young men of London a little nervous. In 
November of last year there were 20,000 
men on the roll, but it was found that not 
more than 25 per cent. could be expected 
to ent I duty when called upon, Many 
had on the roll since the general 
strike in 1926, though they thought they 
would never be called upon again. New 
efforts are to be made to attract recruits, 
as in the past six months only four hun- 
dred men have been enrolled to take the 
place of the thousands who had been called 
upon to retire. About four thousand 
“‘Specials’’ were asked to report for the 
Royal wedding day, but, actually, only 
twelve hundred turned up for duty. 


Christmas Preparations 


Christmas is still a fortnight away, but 
business in the West End shops is remark- 
able, and huge crowds are packing the 
stores to such an extent that movement is 
difficult. Many children are included in 
the crowds, and it would seem that nearly 
every infant now possesses the right to 
choose its own Christmas gift.

So far as Ireland is concerned, I have no 
hesitation in saying that the mistake that 
different British Governments made years 
ago was in not, realising that Ireland was 
entitled to Home Rule. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Dominions Secre- 
tary, made this remark at Dover last night 
when referring to India. He said that 
some people thought they were making a 
mistake in their policy, and some pointed 
to South Africa and Ireland to justify 
their actions. 

“The answer I give on the question of

“The real answer I give is that if we 
want to lose India the only way to do it 
is to break the pledge that has been given 
by different Governments from time to 
time.” 


THE NAVAL TALKS 


ADJOURNMENT POSSIBLE 


There is a possibility of the naval talks 
being adjourned for an extended Christmas 
holiday (says Reuter’s Diplomatic Corre- 
spondent). The report has so far not been 
officially confirmed, but if the adjourn- 
ment does take place now prior to Japan’s 
denunciation of the Washington Treaty, 
the delegates would presumably meet again 
early in the year. 

An adjournment at this stage would pre- 
vent Japan being saddled with the onus 
of causing the present phase of the talks 
to come to an end by her denunciation of 
the Treaty. A more favourable atmosphere 
might then prevail for the opening of the

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :— The regulations which will govern 
the administration of relief by the Un- 
employment Assistance Board will cover 
all able-bodied unemployed, who either 
belong to uninsured industries, such as 
agriculture, or have exhausted their right 
to insurance benefit. The new regulations 
correct glaring anomalies by providing for 
uniformity. is will end what has un- 
doubtedly proved one of the greatest 
complaints against the existing system— 
namely, that two persons in exactly similar 
circumstances, and living in adjacent 
streets, might receive widely differing 
amounts of relief. But uniformity, in 
itself, is no guarantee of justice. Two 
persons may well be equal in point of 
resources, but quite dissimilar in point of 
liabilities, notably in the amount of rent 
which they have to pay. — 

After pointing out how the regulations 
take account of these variations, The 
Times proceeds :—In general, though it is 
impossible to forecast accurately the cost 
of a system which will affect well over a 
million households, it is quite certain that.

Lord Hewart, referring to the genesis 
of the bill, stated that on November 23rd 
last he received a letter stating that it 
had been decided that an inquiry should 
be conducted by a al Commission, 
together with terms of reference of a most 
exhaustive character. He wondered who 
drafted the terms of reference. He was not 
consulted for one moment as to the terms 
of reference nor as to the members of the 
Commission. 

I happen to be Lord Chief Justice of 
Englani, Lord Hewart said. Not one word 
was said to me. Having read the names 
of the members of the Commission, Lord 
Hewart said, the Royal Commission 
having been appointed behind my back, 
this bill is drafted. You would have 
thought that as a mere matter of ordinary 
courtesy the Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land would have been given the oppor- 
tunity, at any rate, of seeing a draft or a 

roof of the bill, or of being told what the 
bill was going to contain. Not a bit. 


“IT IS NOT FAIR ” 


Having stated that he was made aware 
of the existence of the bill in a purely 
accidental fashion, he said that Clause 1 
proposed to increase the number of judges 
of the King’s Bench Division, but that the 
increase was subject to a proviso against 
which some of them had protested for 
years in a similar bill. Setting forth his 
objections to the proviso, Lord Hewart 
said that it put into the hands of the 
Government Whips the decision from time 
to time as to what should be the com- 

sition of the King’s Bench Division. In 
his opinion that was an intolerable situa- 
tion. ‘‘ It is not fair to the Bench, it is not 
fair to the Bar, it is not fair to the public,” 
he declared. 

Had he been consulted in regard to the 
terms of reference and the personnel of 
the proposed Royal Commission, Lord 
Hewart said, he would have had something 
very plain to say about both. 

What I am saying now about this 
proviso, and what Lord Cave agreed with 
me about this proviso, Lord Hewart said, 
“ IT communicated to the Lord: Chancellor 
before this bill was drafted. What the 
Lord Chancellor meant to say I know not. 
I went away with the impression that the 
proviso was dead. Imagine my surprise 
when on Friday afternoon I found this 
very same proviso in the bill. This 
proviso is greatly to be deplored.’’ 

Lord Hewart stated that he had had 
experience of five Lord Chancellors. The 
others either used to write, or, at any 
rate, send, letters to him, but now it was 
always a secretary. 


“A VERY REMARKABLE 


CLAUSE ” 


Lord Hewart then turned to Clause 2— 
a very remarkable clause, he said—which 
deals with the appointment of a Vice- 
President of the Court of Appeal. I sug- 
gest that this clause, which bears no rela- 
tion to anything that goes before or any- 
thing that comes afterwards, is a later 
addition, an interpolation, or an after- 
thought. He then mentioned the members 
of the Judiciary who would be’ affected 
by this clause, and added—I am pro- 
foundly concerned about my office. I want 
that office to be handed over to my suc- 
cessor undiminished and unimpaired. 

Lord Hewart pointed out that at present 
Lord Justice Greer was senior judge in 
the Court of Appeal. When he was absent 
in the normal course of events Lord 
Justice Slesser would preside in Court 
No. 2. He was the next senior Lord 
Justice to-day if Lord Justice Greer was 
absent.. The other day, within the last 
fortnight, he came to me in a state of 
agitation. He told me that he had been 
informed by the Master of the Rolls (Lord 
Hanworth) that he was not to preside in 
Appeal Court No. 2, but that, lest he 
should preside, the composition of Appeal 
Court 2 would be varied, contrary to the 
practice of the past sixty years. Lord 
Hewart added that, if that were done with 
him, he would decline to sit. The bill, by 
Clause 2, enabled the Lord Chancellor 
or one of his secretaries by a stroke of the 
pen or by a telephone message to say: 
‘The person who shall preside in the 
Court. of Appeal is so and so.” 

“ Why, what had Lcrd Justice Slesser 
done? What had he suffered that that 
affront should be put upon him, and that 
this man should be appointed, unknown 
to the Constitution, anknown to the law— 
a Vice-President of the Court of Appeal. 

“Where will it stop? Is somebody 
going to tell me some day that we are 
going to have a Vice-President of the 
King’s Beneh Division, or to say to the 
Revenue Judge: ' We don’t quite like 
the way that you decide your cases, and 
we have decided to have another Revenue 
Judge?’ ”’ 

Knowing the history of this matter, he 
thought that probably the draftsman of 
this bill did not know that this clause 
was in the bill. 


A DISGRACEFUL BILL 


“In my opinion,” Lord Hewart con- 
tinued, “ this is a disgraceful bill, and I 
appeal to your lordships, in the name 
of what I know every one of you loves— 
fair play and common fairness—to_re- 
pudiate this clause. There is something 
more behind this than appears on. the 
surface. I have not been Lord Ghief 
Justice for twelve years and ten months 
with my eyes closed. In 1910,” he added, 
“a scheme was put before Lord Birken- 
head, who was then Lord Chancellor, 
whereby the Lord Chancellor was to cease to 
exist, and under which all judicial patron- 
age was to be taken from the Home Secre- 


tary, and all the powers were to be vested

Wicklow, was.reached yesterday morning by members of the Free State 
Army Engineering Corps, who had fought an arduous battle to save his 


life. 


O'Leary, who is 32 years of age, had been in the well since Saturday. 
Local workers and the soldiers had excavated a tunnel towards the well 
shaft, but O'Leary had been killed by a fall of stones and shingle which 


had occurred on Monday afternoon. 


His body was recovered early this morning. 


SOLDIERS’ AID IN DANGEROUS TASK 


Until yesterday afternoon it was not 
known with any degree of certainty 
that O'Leary was dead although it had 
been anticipated that he must have been 
killed after the collapse of the side of the 
well. 

While members of the Free State Army 
Engineering Corps were at work in the 
tunnel one of the soldiers uncovered a 
hand and arm of the dead man. It was 
raised aloft as if an effort had been made 
to ward off the falling débris. In a short 
time, during which a few local falls 
occurred, the face and shoulders of the 
body could be observed. On being in- 
formed, Major O’Connor, who was in 
charge of the operations, went down the 
tunnel. He saw that the dead man’s face 
was coated with blood and dirt, while his 
shoulders were mangled and crushed. It 
was apparent that he had been killed by 
the rocks which had fallen on the previous 
day. 


A DANGEROUS TASK 


By this time the excavation work had 
become exceedingly dangerous. At any 
moment huge slabs of concrete and large 
quantities of sand and earth threatened 
to entomb the workers. In spite of this 
fact the soldiers continued their efforts. 

Owing to the narrowness of the tunne! 
only one man at a time was able to reach 
the vicinity of the body. He could do 
this only by lying face downward and 
using his tunnelling implements with one 
hand. After some time the workers had 
shovelled away the sand from the upper 
portion of the body, but owing to the re 
stricted space and the fact that the dead 
man’s legs were entangled on a ladder in 
the well shaft, it was impossible to move 
it. The soldiers then erected a block and 
tackle with the object of pulling out the 
body, but their efforts were unavailing. 


EFFORTS TO FREE HIMSELF 


It was evident that O’Leary had made 
desperate efforts to free himself; for in 
the sand which covered him there were 
discovered two small files; while some of 
the rungs of the ladder had been filed 
through. 

The fireman’s helmet which had been 
lowered to him on the previous day in 
order to protect his head from falling 
stones was flattened out, where it had been 
crushed by the falling rocks. 

One of the soldiers who was engaged in 
the rescue work gave a graphic account 
of the difficulties under which he worked. 
He said: “I had to crawl for some 
distance along the tunnel to reach the dead 
man, and all the time I had a fear that 
the sides would fall in and crush me 
also.” 

Although there was then little likeli. 
hood that O'Leary would be alive, Dr. 
Whitehead, of Greystones, yesterday 
morning prepared an injection. It was 
inserted in the hand by one of the ofhcers 


in attendance, who was lowered down the 
well shaft by means of a rope. O'Leary, 
however, failed to respond. 


DOCTOR GOES DOWN 


SHAFT 


After Major O'Connor had discovered 
the condition of the body Dr. Whitehead 
went down the shaft, and on his return 
pronounced that the unfortunate man had 
been killed.

entrance of the tunnel he cried, despair- 
ingly: “‘ I must see him; I will have to 
see him.” 

He was restrained, however, and after a 


| few minutes he was escorted from the yard 


by two priests. The dead man’s two 
brothers, who had also maintained a con- 
tinued vigil by the head of the well shaft, 
broke down when they had heard the news. 


LARGE CROWDS 


All day crowds of sight-seers from 
Dublin and all over the neighbouring 
countryside travelled to the place of the 
occurrence by motor car, cycle, and other 
means of conveyance. The little hills 
looking down on the farmyard were black 
with people, while others, anxious to gain 
a closer view of the operations, had scaled 
trees, and remained for hours looking 
through the branches at the soldiers’ 
efforts. On several occasions the police 
had to clear the yard. 

The soldiers had continued digging 
operations all through last night, in 
batches of sixteen or twenty. While one 
section were engaged in the work the 
others snatched a few hours’ sleep in farm 
outhouses. All looked tired and wotm out. 

It. was stated to the Jrish Times renorter 
that the repair of the pump at the well was 
one of the first contracts O'Leary had 
undertaken. Until quite recently he had 
been engaged by a firm of plumbers in 
Greystones. He was one of a family of 
eight. 

BODY RECOVERED 

At 2 o’clock this morning the body of 
Charles O’Leary was taken from the well 
through the tunnel. It was placed in a 
shed close by, and Father O’Connor, who 
had been on the scene all the evening, re- 
cited the prayers for the dead. The 
remains were then placed in a coffin. 

While the prayers were being said a 
large number of people in and around the 
yard stood with bared heads in a shower 
of rain.

NEW BILL IN THE DAIL 
TO-DAY

R. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, 

has given notice to introduce a new 
bill im the Dail to-day to control and re- 
gulate the production and marketing of 
bacon, and to regulate the price of pigs. 

The bill will, probably, be based on the 
recommendations of the tribunal which re- 
ported to the Government nearly a year 
ago. That tribunal consisted of Mr. Henry 
O’Friel, Mr. D. ‘Twomey, Mr. J. B. 
Whelehan and Mr. Patrick A. Kogan. Its 
terms of reference were very wide, and 
laid particular stress on the needs of the 
export trade, as well as of home consump- 
tion. 

The export trade to Great Britain is, of 
course, limited by quotas fixed from time 
to time by the British authorities. 
Bounties in respect of bacon and pigs are 
paid by the Free State Government with 
a view to maintaining the export to the 
full quota margin. 

According to an official statement issued 
recently, the bounties in respect of live 
pigs and pig products paid for the year 
ended ólst March. 1935. amounted to 
£156,000, a sum which in the succeeding 
twelve months was doubied — namely, 
£328, 3550. 

In their report 


the tribunal recom- 


4mended, among other things, the setting 


up of a Pig Marketing Board and a Bacon 
Marketing Board. The Pig Marketing 
Board should have statutory powers, and 
be representative of the pig-producers and 
bacon-curers, and its primary function 
would be to determine from time to time 
the price to be paid by bacon-curers for 
pigs. The Bacon Marketing Board should 
have similar powers, and be representative 
of the registered curers. It would regu- 
late the number of pigs to be slaughtered, 
and the sales of bacon and hams on the 
home and export markets.

The Note 
also conveyed an assurance that the United

such proposals would receive careful con- 
sideration, with.a view to eventual submis- 
sion to the American Congress. 

Yesterday (Monday) there was com- 
municated to the United States Govern- 
ment a reply to this Note, to the following 
effect: His Majesty's Government welcome 
the assurance mentioned, but they recall 
the statement in the British Note of June 
last, that, in view of recent events, there 
appeared at that time to be no prospect of 
usefully renewing discussions as to the 
final revision of the War debt settlement. 
They go on to express their regret that the 
considerations which governed their de- 
cision six months ago apply with equal 
force to-day, and their conviction that it 
would be useless, and consequently un- 
wise, to initiate negotiations at present. 
They add, however, that they will continue 
to watch for any effective opportunity for 
taking steps in that direction.

While 
separation from India was justified by the 
fundamental divergence of interests, certain 
relationships were most valuable to both India 
and Burma. To avoid the danger of jeopardis- 
ing those relationships, the Joint Select Com- 
mittee recommended agreements for trade and 
emigration. 

One complicated issue which separation 
would bring to the front was that of apportion- 
ment of assets and liabilities between the 
Governmemts of India and Burma. lí the 
House adopted the proposal to proceed with 
legislation on the lines of the Committee’s 
report, the Secretary for India was in a posi- 
tion to proceéd at once with the necessary 
arbitration on the subject.

LORD MOTTISTONE AND 


LORD ROTHERMERE 

In the House of Lords, Lord Mottistone 
raised a matter which, he said, was of the 
greatest importance, not only to himself, but 
to the House. It had reference to the debate 
on Imperial defence which he initiated some 
time ago and to the comments made thereon 
by newspapers controlled by Viscount Rother- 
mere. The debate, Lord Mottistone said, 
took place on November 14, and on November 
15 an article appeared in the Daily Mail 
accusing him of listortion of the facts—these 
were injurious words—regarding relative air 
strengths as between Britain and Germany. 
A still more injurious statement appeared in 
the Evening News, which also was controlled 
by Lord Rothermere. 

Lord Mottistone quoted from the articles, 
and said that if Lord Rothermere did 
not actually dictate the words, he was 
without doubt responsible for them. Lord 
Rothermere never should have made, or rper- 
mitted such an attack to be made, except by 
himself coming. and making these grave 
accusations on the floor of the House, where 
he could be answered at once. Lord Motti- 
stone weit on—‘‘I invited Lord Rothermere to 
withdraw and apologise. As I am unable to 
gain satisfaction, after consultation with the 
Lord Chancellor and the leader of the House 
Senet es Hailsham), I bring the matter here 
te-day.’’ 

As the matter was a grave one Lord Motti- 
stone said he invited Lord Rothermere to be 
mu when he raised it in the House that

He received a telegram from Lord Rother- 
mere in which it was stated: ‘‘If any 
aspersions had been cast upon you by any 
newspaper of which I was a director I should 
have been the first to repudiate them.

Prize, delivered a public address in the 
Festival Hall of the University of Oslo 
to-day before a large audience, which 
warmly applauded him as he rose to speak. 
Mr. Henderson made an urgent sm 
for the creation of a World Commonwe th, 
which, he said, was the only alternative to 
a new war. i ed 
After describing the present. political 
situation in Europe, Mr. Henderson de- 
clared that one of the first essentials was a 
policy of unreserved political.co-operation, 
between all nations of the world: The 
nations must be organised internationally’ 
and induced to enter into partnership, sub- 
ordinating in some measure . national’ 
sovereignty to world-wide institutions and 
obligations, and thus giving reality to the 
Pact of Paris. : 


DISARMAMENT 


As to disarmament Mr, Henderson said. 
that as a first step there must be an offer 
to achieve equality of rights in disarma# 
ment by abolishing weapons forbidden to, 
the Central Powers by the peace treaties. 
This would become’ possible only in return 
for a comprehensive system of supervision, 
and diplomatic, economic and financial 
guarantees of execution of the Disarma- 
ment Convention, and the treaty of non- 
aggression, with a definition of aggression 
linked with the sanctions system of the 
League; drastic international control of 
the trade in arms, and limitation of arma- 
ments Budgets; reaffirmation of the Pro- 
tocol of Locarno; the interpretation of | 
Article 16 of the Covenant of the League ; 
the création of an international air police 
force, and internationalising of civil avia- 
tion. 

Another essential to universal and 
durable peace, he said, was social justice. 

“ If we contemplate as our ultimate end 
a League which controls the world’s 
economic life and the world’s armed forces, 
then we must say frankly that our 
ultimate ideal is the creation of nothing 
less than a World Commonwealth,’ de- 
clared Mr. Henderson, who added:

é This is in the long run the only alter- 
native to relapse into world war. The 
psychological obstacles are formidable, but 
not insurmountable. There is already 
a group of nations in the world 
between whom war may be considered. ' 
as ruled out for éver. These nations are 
the British Commonwealth, the United 


States; ‘amdigthe surviving Eufopean 
demooracitépet would add to that’ group 
the Séetee Union, which, m its imter- 


national policy, has shown that it is 
devoted to peace. Democracies stand for 
a certain view which is incompatible. with 
war or with a totalitarian state. I think 
we must get the better oí both those forces 
and subordinate them to the common good 
through a world union on the basis of 
social justice, and I believe that the 
League. and the. International Labour 
Organisation are instruments. for conceiv- 
ing and executing such a policy. 

“ What greater cause and more splendid 
adventure can be set before the youth of 
the world than the endeavour to bring into 
being the age-old dream of the great. 
Commonwealth of the world as the visible 
embodiment of the brotherhood of man.” 

Mr. Henderson was again warmly 
applauded on the conclusion of his speech.

German shipping. 

The project has been submitted for final 
decision to the Government. 

The Hamburg-Amerika Line, for in- 
stance, will be divided into three indepen- 
dent groups—oneé for the North Atlantic, 
the other for East Asia and Australia, and 
the third for Central America, "South 
America and the Western Coast of 
America. 

The North German Lloyd will be divided 
into two groups—one- for the North 
Atlantic and the other for the Pacific 
service. 6 

All the other smaller shipping com- 
panies, which were victims of the con- 
centration policy in shipping four years 
ago, are to be made independent again. 

he concentration, Herr Essberger said, 
did not pay. It had brought the total 
German tonnage from 4,200,000 tons down 
to 3,400,000. 


LOSSES 


Herr Essberger declared it to be essen- 
tial that the Government should continue 
the financial assistance given to shipping 
in order to make good losses through 
currency fluctuations. hi 

It is an open secret in German shipping 
circles that a strong tussle has been going 
on behind the scenes of the great German 
shipping combine in connection with the 
Government 's efforts to bring German 
shipping out of its present plight. 

Last month it was announced that Herr 
Oboussier, Chairman of the Board of tne 
Hamburg-Amerika Line, was resigning. by 
his own will on January 1. next. ert 
Marius Boeger and Dr. Leister Kiep also 
have resigned from the Board. 

The two lines together have a capital of 
£8.500,000. and. although an increase of 
German tonnage in operation of 377,000 
was’ announced on September 1 last as 
compared with January, the improvement 
was not considered enough. 

Last week it was announced that the 
Hamburg-London Shipping Line had been 
repurchased from the Hamburg-Amerika 
Line by the former owners, Thea. Kirsten

ELECTIONS BY GRADUATES 


Mr. Desmond Bell, B.A., proposed ; “' That 
Convocation regrets the tendency to intro- 
duce political panels into the elections by 
graduates, of members of the Senate, and 
of the Governing Bodies of Constituent 
Colleges, and calls on all graduates not to 
support such panels.’’ | 

Mr. Bell said that he thought a motion 
in such terms was long due. Unless some- 
thing were done the university would drift 
into the morass of party politics. This year, 
at the election for the Senate, both the big 
parties in the State had nominated by party 
panels sufficient candidates to fill every seat. 
It should be made certain that they would 
not stand for that sort of thing, where every- 
thing was being decided on potitical grounds. 
Unless the graduates made a stand on this 
matter it might be necessary to change the 
Charter in order to enable elections to be 
carried out in a manner suitable to a 
university. 

If the Senate and governing bodies were 
to develop on these lines they were going 
to have the time of the Senate occupied in 
personal and political bickerings. 

Mr. Thomas Murray, B.A., seconded, and 
said that they did not desire to see a 
political party puppet appointed as the 
President of the College. 


ANOTHER VIEW 


Mr. J. Kelly, opposing the motion, said 
that it was an honourable thing to take a 
proper bo in politics, and graduates should 
not neglect to do so. 

Dr. Flood said that the University had 
been for a number of years the seat of 
political struggles. The majority of the 
younger people in this country coming into 
the University would not be so keen on ally- 
ing themselves to one or other of the political 
parties. They did not want persons in the 
University who were purely political hacks. 
A man’s politics had nothing to do with his 
brains. It was necessary to warn graduates 
against political panels that did not parade 
themselves as panels, but as groups of 
graduates. 

The motion was carried,

Mr. Thomas Murray, B.A., proposed, and 
Mr. J. O’Connell, B.A., seconded a motion 
to the effect that Convocation notes with 
concern the rumour that the Senate con- 
templates giving substantial financial assis- 
tance to graduate clubs abroad, and urges 
that prior consideration be given to graduate 
associations at home.

Superintendent D. Somers said that he took 
a statement from the accused Kelly, in which 
he said that at Belrobin (near Dundalk) he 
saw the girl McElroy fall from her bicycle, 
and later saw the bicycle being thrown at 
Goodman.
